Student Council members 
established a new election 
procedure code last Tues- 
day by revising an election 
code passed several weeks 
ago. 

The new code now pro- 
vides for voting booths, and 
registration within an en- 
closed voting area. 

According to council member 
Pepper Aims, the registration 
will provide a check for deter- 
mining the total ballots cast. 

Council turned the workings 
of the election over to the elec- 
tion committee which will be ap- 
proved by council before each 
election. With the single excep- 
tion of the chairman, (ASB sec- 
retary) the committee will con- 
sist of students not on council, 
prospective candidates or their 
committees. F 

In case of the secretary being 
a candidate in the election, coun- 
cil has the power to appoint an- 
other chairman. 

Council members gave the rea- 
son for the adoption of the pro- 
cedure as ‘“‘creating a more for- 
mal atmosphere and guarantee- 
ing a more organized and fair 
election.” ’ 

A recommendation on election 
procedures from Councilman 
Aims proposed a four-way check 
on voters. 


1. Students would sign name 
and student body card 
number before receiving a 
registration slip. 


Election Code 


2. The registration slip would 
be given to the poll worker 
in exchange for a number- 
ed ballot. 

3. Numbered ballots would be 
checked against registra- 
tion slips. 

4. Slips and ballots would be 
rechecked against registra- 
tion numbers. 

The recommendations were 
not presented before the council 
chambers for vote since the pro- 
cedures specify that the workings 
of the election will be left up to 
the discretion of the election 
committee.

On breaks between classes, students and instructors 
flocked to the student union to watch the flight on a 
portable TV set. 

In spirit, every American was riding beside Glenn 
in his flight around the world. 


The scene was strangely reminiscent of one several 
weeks ago when Americans watched and waited with 
Glenn as he sat in the capsule for five hours and thirteen 
minutes only to have the flight cancelled. 


When Glenn entered the capsule Tuesday morning. 
he did not leave until traveling around the globe three 
time. 


After the last minute cancellation three weeks ago, 
Glenn told reporters, “There will be another day.” 


America’s other day arrived last Tuesday and 
America knew it—a triumph in space and propaganda.

As you enter this highly un- 
usual room, you immediately see 
shelves covering two walls. 

In the shelves along one wall, 
you will find any type of shirt, 
vest, skirt or shoe needed. On the 
other wall, is a series of ‘“‘bins’’ 
filled with odds-‘n-ends which 
have found their way into Phil- 
lips Hall productions throughout 
the years. 

The room narrows down as it 
goes back, with walls lined with 
costumes from early Elizabethan 
styles to modern times. Here you 
will find costumes ranging from 
bell boy uniforms to colorful 
dresses from the ‘‘Gay 90’s.”’ 

With the second College Play- 
ers’ production of the season ap- 
proaching next month, the drama 
costume classes and stage crews 
have been combing the prop 
room from corner to corner look- 
ing for the unusual. 

Among the items turned up in 
the frantic search include 17 
kerosene lanterns wired for elec- 
tricity, one hot water bottle, a 
rubber horseshoe, and one shav- 
ing brush — slightly used. 

A browser in the unique room 
will find numerous records rang- 
ing from classical arrangements 
by Mozart to sound effects of 
buildng construction and stormy 
weather at sea.

Dr. Kohn continued by saying 
that a patient’s hypnotic state 
brings about deep regression in 
the subject. Regression causes 
the patient to become uninhibit- 
ed and very free in his emotions. 
He is also able to give better 
physical expression to his impul- 
ses. Dr. Kohn emphasized how-

ever, that a hypnotist is incap- 
able of forcing a patient to per- 


form acts which he would not 
normally consider, such as com- 
miting 2 crime or act of vio- 
lence. 


How does it feel to be hypno- 
tized? Dr. Kohn told his audience 
that a person who is being hyp- 
notized feels no awareness of his 
body or he may merely feel the 
absence of one or more limbs. 
Dizziness and a floating sensa- 
tion are also common. The hyp- 
notized person is flooded with re- 
pressed emotions which come to 
the surface during hypnosis. 

Looking into the future Dr. 
Kohn sees possible uses for hyp- 
nosis in the military field. It 
would be possible, he said, to 
greatly increase the endurance 
and stamina of soldiers through 
the use of hypnosis.
